In 800 Languages 


"Tho works of the Greek Homer 


have been translated into 20 other 
languages. Shakespeare is translated 
into 40 languages other than his na- 
tive English. Only three books aside 
from the Bible have been translated 
into more than 100 languages, being: 
Bunyan's "Pilgrim's Progress"; "Imi- 
tation of Christ", by Thomas A. Kem- 
pis; and "In His Steps' by Dr. Charles 
M.«Shnldon, But the Bible is trans- 
lated into 800 languages and dialects! 


"The second reason you should read 


the Bible is that its subject-matter, 
its claims, and its fruits, are of vital 
importance. 


"It deals with God—and if there 


is a God, surely this is important. 


"It claims to be the word of God— 


and if it is the word of God, this is 
vital to you. 


"Its fruits are good fruits. Wher- 


ever the Bible has gone it has made 
for better character, better men, bet- 
ter living conditions

"Take the case of my own native- 


England. It rose- from a group of bar- 
baric tribes living in savagery mid 
darkness. The date of its rise begins 
with a monk who translated the Book 
ol Psalms into the Saxon tongue. He 
was followed by the reign of the Chris- 
tian King Alfrsd—and the greatness 
of England's empire was born.

One is for the development of the 


city-owned Dykes Springs property. 


The other is for a park, in northern

Arrangements, Mr. Feild said, will 


require that the City of Hope increase 
the Dykes Springs property from its 
present 40 acres to approximately 60 
acres, with the co-operation of ad- 
jacent landowners. 


The proposed Blcvins site must com- 


prise about 120 acres and be located 
on well-drained ground, so soft clay 
will not hamper the workers during 
the rainy season which is at hand.

Especial efforts 
lire made lo give information and as- 
Mslhnce to ait small mills Vo tnake 
sure they have knowledge 
of the 


code's provisions and requirements 
»nd to afford tlvwii protection in every 
way. 


With the full co-operation of small 


will representatives 
the administra- 


tive agency hns worked out nnd es- 
tablished a differential in selling price- 
in favor of Certain mills which, be- 
cause their output is of sub-standard 
quality or limited asortment. or they 
lack equipment and facilities for re- 
finement, cannot yell their products 
in reasonable competition 
with the 


products of larger and more modern 
operations. 


In the handling of requests for ex- 


ceptions from rulings, as provided for 
pndcl- the code, small mills receive 
the same treatment as the lorgo mills. 
Requests of large and small milb are 
denied or allowed, according to the 
equitit-s In each case, and on exactly 
the sanie basis. All applications for 
such exceptions and decisions on each.

For Paul such experience \vns a di- 


rect eall to notion and a summons 
from God himself. It was his nature 
nimediately to respond. 
The vision cnttW to him at Troas in 


Asiii Minor, aiitl ilnmediately he cross- 
ed the sea to Macedonia. The signif- 
icance of the journey was the trans- 
portation of the tiospcl from one con- 
tinent 4o «notli«r and the beHinning 
of that long history of Christianity in 
Europe in which, in outward form at 
least, the Christian Church was to 
have its most notable progress and tri- 
umph. 


Paul made his way quickly lo Pliil- 


ippi, an important city of Macedonia 
that henceforth was to occupy a very 
important place In his life ami in the 
records of Christianity. Here the suc- 
cess of the gospel began With the pow- 
erfully dramatic incidents in the local 
jail. 


Paul and Silas, in that persecution to 


which the apostles of any new faith or 
teaching ever are prone to be subject, 
had been thrown into prison without 
regard either to righteousness or jus- 
tice. And here at midnight, while (lie 
two disciples, in the inner darkness 
of the prison with their feel fast in 
the stocks prayed and sang praises, the 
earthquake came that threw open the 
prison doors und made- is possible for 
the prisoners 16 escape. 


The stcrnrtcs of Roman justice was 


indicated in the readiness of the jail- 
er to kill himself, bclicveing thai all 
his prisoners had escaped, when there 
came to him the reassuring voice of 
Pain1. "t)o thyself no harm, for we 
are all here." 


The details of the remarkable story 


need not be recorded, but one never 
should lose cither the perspective or 
the grandeur of this first conquest of j 
the Christian faith in Europe.

missions of the gospel in new lands 
and environments. Again and again, 
tither in response to outward sum- 
mons or inward promptings, the spirit 
of the gospel has sent its missionaries 
forth on missions of conquest that 
have been almost as dramatic as these 
scenes in Macedonia. 


In these newer conquests of the gos- 


pel, also, the triumph has not been 
without danger and sacrifice nnd cour- 
t;ge. It is cut of the darkness of the 
night, when men have toiled in faith 
and in joy that they could be the ser- 
vants of the cress, 
that 
light lias 


dawned nnd victory has come. 


It is in these things that the Chris- 


tian finds hope of the ultimate tri- 
umph of good over evil, of light over 
darkness, of right over wrong, and 
of love over hale. The present situa- 
tion of the world is dark and dis- 
couraging, but it is. a great privilege 
and an inspiration to turn at times like

82,200 to 59,200 


LOUISVVILLE. Ky.-0*P)-With 973 


of 4,200 precincts in, Kentucky voted 
82.200 for repeal, and 59,200 against re- 
peal, according to the latest tabulation 
Thursday of last Tuesday's ballots. 


The repea Head which if maintained 


would make Kentucky among the first 
36 states to ratify the Twenty-first 
amendment, at a state convention No- 
vember 27, would not. however, re- 
move the state from the "dry" ranks. 
A state prohibition amendment can- 
not be repealed before the November, 
1935. 
election, although 
large scale 


manufacture, .transportation and sale 
of whisky for medicinal purposes 
would be permitted under a new state 
law as soon as federal repeal is a fact. 
During the prohibition era, manufac- 
ture for medicinal purposes was re- 
stricted by the federal government. 


Local elections and contests for 19 


senatorial and 100 House of Represen- 
tatives seats also were held Tuesday. 
The Democrats are assured of con- 
trolling the Senate and took 40 House 
seats without contests, making them 
virtually certain of their usual ma- 
jority in the legislattirc. 


With 29 of the city's 568 precints 


tabulated. Col. Dan M. Carroll, Na- 
.ional Guard officer and Republican 
organization candidate, was trailing 
his Democratic opponent, Neville Mil- 
ler, dean of the University of Louis- 
ville Law School, in the race for 
mayor of Louisville. The Democrats 
have been out of power in Louisville 
for 20 vears. Carrell's vote was 2.255 
and Miller's 3.128.
